There are- probably as тапу 
approaches to building a lightweight 
competition machine -as there are 
companies that build them. There do 
seem to be some general categories into 
which most 125 racers fall: the souped 
up trailbike with the lights stripped off 
(a number of Oriental giants seem to go 
this route); the screamer engine bolted 
into the lighweight frame and hope it 
holds together until the race is over; 
then there is another, less frequent 
approach. This category of building 
lightweight competition machines seems 
to be based on taking a competitive big 
bike frame, running gear and suspension 
and then putting a 125 class motor in it. 
Everything is beefed for more stress and 
horsepower and there’s no way that 
machine is going to break. 

The last approach is the one CZ took 
with their entry into the lightweight 
market. Тһе small  Che-Zed is 
extravagantly overbuilt. It has exactly 
the same frame, wheels and running gear 
as the 250. Even the lower end is the 
same. Only the barrel, head and piston 
are changed. The carb is a 28mm Jikov 
which is also stock on the 250. 

This particular configuration makes 
the 125 CZ one of the most reliable, 
bullet-proof and otherwise unbreakable 
lightweights you can buy. It also means 
that the smaller piston has the same 
weight of crank, rod, flywheels, etc. to 
get moving as does the 250 every time 
you dump the pre-mix to it. It takes a 
lot of revs to get the CZ moving at a 
respectable speed and you have to keep 
it wicked to continue that way or that 
big (relatively) lower end mass starts to 
drag the R’s back down. 

Once underway, be prepared for a 
revelation. The weight of the 125 
machine is perfect for the new 
standardized CZ frame and suspension. 
This machine has a severe case of good 
handling. The low CG, long wheelbase 
and superneat Barums let you get so far 
over in comers it’s scary. Until you do it 
a few times, then it’s fun. You can drive 
the CZ into a comer as fast as you’re 
willing to go and just lean it over, make 
the turn and go. Don’t let the revs drop 
and go like stink. Arriba! Arriba! 
(Hmm, that’s not quite right for a 
Czechoslovakian bike, but that’s the 
feeling.) The suspension never tops or 
bottoms (the new CZ shocks seem to 
have better dampening than the old 
models that came on the redtank CZs), 
probably because it too, was designed 
for the 250s and 380s. It probably 
wouldn't hurt a thing to change the 
front 2.75 to a 3.00 X 21, the front end 
wouldn't bury as much in a loose sand 
or dust corner. 

The engine always seems to run 
spot-on. There was a strong CN 
prejudice toward the dual-coil, dual-plug 
setup, it’s kind of like having 
one-twelfth of a Ferrari. The motor is 
simple, reliable and hard to break. 
Shifting is excellent with the classic CZ 
long throw and positive gear 
engagement. It’s almost a cliche by this 
point, but the snick up through the 
gears, clutch optional, is almost perfect. 
As a matter of fact, the CZ distributors 
are seriously considering guaranteeing 
all CZ transmissions for the life of the 
machine. 

CZ already has a first in that the 
distributor offers a 30-day or four race 





bikes, 





(whichever comes first) warranty on all 
new CZs. It’s the only warranty we 
know of on a competition motocross 
machine, and it’s a whole lot better than 
nothing since any factory errors should 
become obvious by that time. 
(American Jawa must believe this review 
about the CZ being reliable, etc.) 
Anyhow, we doubt if you'll ever have to 
change that steel plate clutch. 

The brakes, encased in the conical 
magnesium hubs that are standard on all 
CZ models this year, are very good. 
They are progressive and positive. Good 
enough to set you on your ear if you get 
ham-handed. There still isn't a rear 
brake return. As generations of CZ 
owners have done, get the old inner 
tube strip and wind it from adjuster to 
brake rod, with another section from 
lever to frame. It seems awesomely 
strange that CZ hasn't seen fit to have a 
rear brake return incorporated into their 
MXers after so many years; the same 
with Maico front brakes. Curious, these 
Central Europeans. 

While on the subject of things we 
don't like, we'll throw in the steel rims. 
They tend to be malleable; that means 
they pick up dings. But they don't pick 
up mud, which probably means that the 
rims are just about right for the wet, 
muddy courses of Czechoslovakia. The 
adobe and rocks of California courses, 
and desert, are a different proposition. 

The seat is great, and the air cleaner is 
super waterproofed in the still air box 
under the seat. It's really hard to kill the 
motor by moisture. They also finally 
started -putting folding pegs on the 
thereby destroying a major 





To negotiate bumps and ripples get on the pegs and really gas it. You'll get there. 


California industry based on building 
folding foot pegs for CZs. The new pegs 
are OK, but not the best ever seen, 

There is only one major problem with 
the 125 CZ. No low end. Our test bike 
had a trick pipe that forced the horses 
into the high rpm range, and we figured 
that pipe must account for it. We rode 
another 125 CZ with the stock pipe and 
three still wasn’t enough low end to let 
you come blasting out of a comer after 
letting the revs drop from their usual 
high-singing state. A clutch of possible 
explanations came out of the sage CN 
staffers: 

1) “It’s all attributable to the 250 
lower end. It’s just too much weight for 
the little piston to push when it’s at rest 
or barely moving." 

9) “Тһе 195 пеебв a fewer-toothed 
countershaft sprocket for motocross.” 

3) “It needs a reed valve.” 

4) “It’s undercarbureted and the 


engine is starving out.” 
5) "It's too heavy."

6) "What do you mean no lower end? 
I let it down to eight grand and it never 
bogged once." (That from the resident 
road racer.) 

The handling compensates, in the 
opinion of most riders, for any lack of 
low end, since the confidence inspired 
lets even the novice keep it singing. It is 
suggested to dealers to sell it for $975, 
which is in the ballpark with most of 
the high performance 125 racers, and 
you have the distinct advantage that 
you'll probably never have to replace 
anything. One of the staffers had a CZ 
that went over a year, without having 
anything major done to it and it still 
went faster than he did. The innards just 


don't seem to break, and the frame is | 


built like a tank, CZs are built to last. 

The CZ is a momentum racer. The 
longer you ride it, the faster you get. 
The faster you get, the better it handles.

TUMWATER, WASH., July 2, 1972 — 
Torsten Hallman knows, I mean really 
Knows how to win motocross. The old 
pro, and four times world champion, 
never over extended himself, never got 
into trouble and motored around the 
dusty, hot Straddle Line course three 
times finishing third each time. And 
that was good enough for the overall 
win. 

He really makes it look simple: just 
go very smoothly without seeming to 
hurry. It was never really obvious that 
Hallman was on the course until you 
made a position check. 

Most of the fierce bike-busting action 
that made three thirds good enough was 


up ahead of Hallman. He was like an old 
master who hangs back while the 
youngsters beat their brains (what little 
they've acquired) out and fall by the 
wayside. Hang back and pick up the 
pieces. 

It started out in the 250 class as a 
repeat of Boise. Jones took off and it 
looked like a Yamaha benefit: Jones, 
Hallman, Weinert and Andersson in the 
order, all on the Japanese bikes. The 
Jones team had the very rapid 170 Ib. 
“Y2” machines. 

John DeSoto and Jim Wicks went 
down super hard at the start in the 
blinding, choking dust. Both were out 
for awhile and it looked bad. John was 
taken off on a stretcher. 

It was not another runaway for 
Jones, however. Andersson brought his 
Yamaha up to within two bike lengths 
at the finish. There was no obvious 
domination of the moto — but Gary did 
seem able to hold the hard charging 
Swedes at bay for 30 minutes with his 
speedy Yamaha. During the premier of 
the International class in Washington, 
Jim Weinert and Arne Kring (Hus) 
staged one of the longest, fiercest 
wheel-to-wheel battles ever seen among 
the top riders. They went at it lap after 
lap until Kring took it. Brad Lackey, 
Torlief Hansen, Jim Pomeroy all 
followed the Y amahas. 

Weinert said, after spectating the last 
moto, “That was good to watch. I’m 
starting to get my stuff together again. 
I’m learning some things...and I’m going 
to win one of these before the series is 
over." Believe it. Weinert can do it. 

Incredibly, John D. got out of the 
ambulance to come out and ride the rest 
of the moto, though failing to complete 
50% of Jones’ laps. After appearing to 
need a stay in the hospital 40 minutes 
earlier, the Iron Hawaiian blasted into 
the lead of the second leg ahead of G. 
Jones. After about six laps, it was then 
Jones, Hansen and DeSoto. 

The Jones-Andersson duel soon 
resumed, followed by the Swedish trio: 
Hansen (Hus), Lindforst (Yam) and 
Hallman (Yam), all about equally 
spaced. Dave Bickers seemed to be the 
most consistent front-runner of the 
CZ-riding British, but their near-stock 
CZs just didn’t have the power of the 
Yamahas. 

With 10 minutes to go, Hakan 
Andersson passed Jones, then came the

Swedes, then a DeSoto who was riding 
his heart out, He had gone completely 
to the wall and moved very fast on the 
raggedy-handling Kawasaki. Both his 
and Brad’s 250s had stock F8 enduro 
frames and the frustration of the scary 
handling was showing on both riders. 
They tried, they really tried. 

Lackey threw the chain on lap 3, 
breaking the clutch rod and engine 
cases. Jones seized with about five laps 
to go. The up front gang all spoke with 
Scandinavian accents except for one 
lonely Hawaiian. That was about all she 
wrote for a repeat of the U.S. 
performance. 

Jones did not contest the third moto; 
a dejected Brad Lackey, who had 
started it with no clutch, packed it in, 
then got running again. He would go 
like blazes for a few laps and the bike 
would break. That left DeSoto running 
around the course in a Swedish 
sandwich. The top six were a 
smorgesbord of Yams and Huskies with 


some increasingly strong pineapple 
flavoring. 
It looked like Hakan Andersson 


(Yam) would be the one for overall. 

Then, he missed a lap. That made it 

Lindfors, Kring and DeSoto. Lindfors, 

too, dropped out after running high in 

the pack all day but not making any 

spectacular finishes. Kring, DeSoto and 
Hallman finished in that order.

The Husqvarna factory team was out 
in force and Kring and Hansen gave 
them 2-3 overalls for their efforts. There 
was a definite flavor of paternalism to 
Hallman’s overall win, as if he’d push 
the young gladiators as far as they could 
go but if they faltered, he'd still hold it 
together for a Yamaha win. He designed 
the bike practically on his own, he 
should be able to win on it, and he did. 

The Europeans have reacted to the 
strong American challenge made at 
Boise. The Coliseum is wide open; it 
could be anybody’s race. The word 
around the pits is that Robert and 
Geboers are not that much faster than 
today’s field. And please, Kawasaki, get 
Brad and John DeS. some bikes that will 
handle. - 


NATIONAL 500 CLASS 

Bob Brown, the mystery rider, 
("Who's Bob Brown?") has to be the 
strongest new talent to come along this 
year. He was clearly the dominant rider 
in the 500 class, but a first lap crash 
(again, in the constant dust) in the last 
moto put him back to second. 

Dave Longcor (Bul) backed up a first 
in Moto One, his best performance this 
year, with two more consistent rides' to 
take the overall. It was the day of the 
clever tactician. Longcor's 1-4-3 finishes 
added up to the lowest point total as 
Brown could only fight back to seventh 
after losing about three minutes out of 
action in the last moto, repairing his 
brakes. In making up the time, he 
turned several 1:30 laps, which was as 
fast as any Swede was touring the 
course. : ! 

Another great comeback was made 
by Gary Chaplin (Mai) who survived a 
tremendous crash, getting run over in 
Moto Two, to ride a swift controlled 
race and a win in Moto Three. 

After wiping out his bike in the crash, 
I asked Gary if he was going to hang it 
up. “I never hang it up.” he said. His 
perseverance netted him a spot in the 
top 10 (9th overall). 

Lars Larsson rode with an 
aggressiveness that continually moved 
him up, moto after moto, with the 
result that his 6-3-2 finishes were good 
for third overall in the support class. 
Local boy Gordon Ochs (Bul) grabbed 
the lead from the National riders 
enough times to finish fourth. He too, 
knows about being around at the finish 
in motocross.

Tom Rapp, Gary Jones, Brad Lackey, 
Tim Hart and John DeSoto. What do 
these five riders have in common? It is 
this writer’s opinion that each has nearly 
a 50-50 chance at an overall win in the 
Coliseum Inter-AMA Motocross 
Saturday night, July 8, despite the fact 
that Joel Robert and Sylvain Geboers 
top the European entry list. 

Why go out on the limb like this since 
everyone knows Joel, who just recently 
wrapped up the 1972 World 250cc 
Motocross Championship is the man to 
beat everywhere he goes? It’s simple. 
Night motocross is different than any 
other motocross you can find; and 
Americans have the distinct advantage 
when it comes to racing under the 
lights. 

Examine the facts and see if you, too, 
agree that Rapp, Jones, Lackey, Hart or 
DeSoto have the right to be called 
"favored". 

The first and only night motocross to 
be held in International competition, 
Inter-Am, 1970, at Ascot Park had as 
first OA Willi Bauer (Germany, Mai). 
But second was Rich Thorwaldson and

third was Jim West, both Yanks. In fact, 
during the second moto, West led for 20 
of the 30 minutes. In the entire series 
that year, the night motocross at Ascot 
was the closest event to be held, by far. 
Two days later, at Bay Mare, West was 
Top American, in at seventh overall, for 
example. 

Europeans seldom race night 
motocross. Because of this, they are not 
experienced with the differed 
conditions. Starts, always important, 
became doubly important on these 
narrow and tight lighted courses. Passing 
is difficult, extremely difficult, without 
having a tremendous horsepower 
advantage. It's all rider ability and 
psychological willpower. When it comes 
to night motocross, the few Americans 
who win consistently have it down pat. 

Tom Rapp has been riding the CMC's 
weekly gig since its beginning several 
years back. He's won more than his 
share, especially in the 250 class. Of 
late, it has been Tim Hart more than 
anyone else in this class, but one cannot 
scratch off his close friend and rival, 
John DeSoto. John and his Kawasaki 
teammate, Brad Lackey, are both 





What others say: 

Vic Wilson: head of Saddleback Park, 
who observed the tentative laying out ot 
the Coliseum course last week: 

“Anybody who wants to do well 
there had better be very well prepared. 
It’s a spectator track and not a rider 
track, with its 18-inch deep waterholes. 
You'd better be water-proofed or you're 
in for trouble. 

"And, you'd better have your 
suspension checked out thoroughly 
before heading onto the track. It has 
several vertical-ramp jumps, or 


drop-offs, one as high as six feet. In 
general, you need good waterproofing 
and good bike preparation.

"Its going to take a very aggressive 
rider to experiment and see how fast 
you can go over the course. If he goes 
too slow, a rider will find himself in 
some awkward situations. It's similar to 
Lions and Ascot in that it has a few 
series of jumps where a rider can clear 
several jumps at once. But, it's all very 
demanding; a tight course with a few 
straights. Gearing should be made 
accordingly; not like a high-speed 
Saddleback...except for the start. It’s a 
high speed start, long, but it breaks into 
a 90-degree left-hand, flat non-camber 
turn. Two row starts of 20 riders per 
row. It’s 60 feet wide but it narrows 
down to 20 feet wide, 25 at the most. 

“As to Rapp, Jones, Lackey, Hart 
and DeSoto’s chances? Count me in, 
too, as saying they can win overall. I 
think a lot of people are going to be 
surprised at the outcome of this one."

"Lights, or lack of them, generally 
tend to make the tracks short, tight and 
twisty. But, with the extensive lighting 
system at the Coliseum, lights should be 
no problem. But, I feel the proper 
conditions to make the track stand up 
will be hard to get. Like, the man-made 
jumps; things like that. And water? 
They can’t run a water truck over the 
course, only along side it; and how 
much water will the Coliseum officials 
allow to be dumped on the track. How 
are they going to work that? 

"Now, getting to those riders you 
mention. Let's take them one at a time. 

“Hart. I would count Tim out unless 
he got some new equipment. If he 
doesn’t, then he doesn’t have a chance. 
He’s been having trouble lately, both 
with his bike and with himself. He’s got 
to get it together first. 

“And DeSoto. Well, that 250 is not as 
hot as the 400. They still have a lot of 
problems to sort out. He’s a charger and 
that makes him a definite possibility, 
but it will depend upon the Kawasaki 
staying together or not. 

“Then there’s Rapp. Tom has been 
really off tune lately. He just hasn’t put 
it together for a long time. But, when he 
does, he is a tough man to beat. But, 
he’s got to get it together, too. 

“And Lackey’s in the same position 
as DeSoto, with that 250 Kawasaki. 

“Га go with Jones. Gary seems to be 
putting it together the best of them all 
lately. Overall, even against Robert, I 
think Jones has the best potential. At 
night? Well, they race occasionally at 
night in Belgium, and I’m sure Joel has 
ridden those meetings before, but 
Robert has the ability to adapt quickly. 
Still, Pl go with Jones. The start means 
a lot and since you're in traffic all the 
time, Jones is going to be a tough one to 
beat."

Let your imagination go. Imagine you 
have the floor of the Los Angeles 
Coliseum and $40,000 to build the 
motocross track you have always 
wanted. Well, maybe you wouldn’t have 
picked the Coliseum to do it, unless you 
wanted to have room for a 100,000 
people to see the motos. Leisuretech, 
who are promoting and producing the 
night Inter-AMA on July eighth have 
that option and the 40K to do it. 

The track is definitely not going to be 
another of -the too common 
adobe-based TT courses that are passed 
off as motocross to a lot of locals. The 
main plus to the Coliseum track is the 
tremendous variety of track surfaces 
that are being implemented. The big 
minus is the inevitable lack of great 
elevation differences, although six foot 
jumps are being built at the end of two 
fourth gear straights. т 

The course surface varies, including 
grass, sand, dirt, mud, and water on 
gravel. This should favor the Europeans. 
But the track will be tight and twisting 
with a lot of ruts and whoop-de-doos 
and maybe one or two good lines 
through the corners. This will definitely 
favor the Americans. 

There is a long fourth or fifth gear 
start straight feeding into a high-bermed 
corner that is almost a 180 degree 
switchback. A good start in the 
20-minute International motos will be 
all important. The riders that have been 
regulars in night motocross at Lions, 
Ascot and Corona know about hole 
shots. Robert and Geboers are seldom 
the first off the line, though Geboers is 
better in this respect. Plus, Americans 
have experience in running under the 
lights. 

How do you gear for a track like this? 


You need the speed at the start and over 
the jumps, but the rest of the track is 
first, second and maybe a little third 
gear stuff. 

The front row seats come right down 
to the berms at each, end of the 
Coliseum turf. There will be hay bales, 
but come prepared to get sprayed. I 
think the track is going to be a lot faster 
than it may look. The action will 
definitely be in the corners, many of 
which are stacked right on top of each 
other, with relatively high berms. 

The track is complex and varied. It is 
definitely going to be more interesting 
and better prepared than the last night 
Inter-AMA track. For one thing, more 
time and money are going into the 
preparation and it's a fresh track; never 
been run on before. 

It looks great to the eye. The only 
question is if the track will hold up 
under six motos by national and 
international riders. It's hard to prepare 
a surface to hold together and keep its 
intended shape with the power being 
generated and dirt being displaced by 30 
and 45 HP machinery, mounted by 
riders who know how to use every cubic 
centimeter of it. 1 

If the track holds up, it is going to be 
one spectacular motocross and you 
won't even have to get your feet dirty 
to watch it. У 

Super Joe Einhom is out of the 
hospital after his spectacular get-off at 
Cal—Expo in Sacramento and plans to 
jump the track or 14 cars, whichever 
comes first.

LIVERMORE, CAL., June 4, 1972 — 
GROSSI: a name synonymous with 
Northern California motocross. It is one 
that few in the racing world have not 
heard. 

Today, however, we saw another 
member of the family, younger brother 
Bill, ride to victory. Some called him 
wild but the  berm-busting, rock 
throwing speed of this small-framed, 
lightweight 16-year-old was outasight. 
Speed is the only common denominator 
between these brothers but 
remember...Bill has only just begun! 

The heat on the track far surpassed 
the soaring temperatures at the dusty 
facility for CMC North's 7th Carabella 
Series point race. In the first 250 Senior 
moto, Dave Longcor (Bul), winner of 
last week's top honors, shot to the lead 
with Henry Halbach (CZ). not far 
behind. Bill Grossi was moving quickly 
from a not-so-good start. 

After a few laps, Longcor had pretty 
well stretched it out when trouble hit — 
he stopped on the main straight, looked 
at his mechanic, then at his engine — 
then he walked back to the pits, a faulty 
gearbox the culprit. That put Halbach 
into the lead with Grossi holding down 
second quite a way back and Jim Turner 
(CZ) in third spot. 

Halbach's lead was impossible for 
Grossi to overcome, he was a least 
one-quarter lap ahead but apparently no 
one told young Grossi this.He rode like 
there was no tomorrow.

He ran out of gas towards the 
end of the 20-minute moto. Grossi, with 
Lady Luck riding his shoulder, took the 
overall win.

At the snap of the rubber band, 500 
Seniors hit the dry, choking dust. Up 
the hill, Bill Scarlett (Mai) had the lead 
with Randy Lackey (CZ) second and 
Ron Self (Mai) third.

During today’s all-class motocross 
combat at Indian Dunes Park, a fact 
became blatantly clear: when the

Another "pineapple" has laid siege to 
the West Coast of the mainland. 
Seventeen-year-old Jim Snow, newly 
arrived from Oahu, Hawaii, has been a 
competitor in a “few local events on the 
Islands" during the past four years, 
uncorked a somewhat stock Maico 
which he had purchased upon his arrival 
stateside slightly less than a week anda 
half ago, and, with no fanfare, 
commenced to kick the riding shirts 
right off a talented crew of Open 
Experts, all of whom were attempting 
to stay within exhaust-note of the 
“Howlin’ Hawaiian.” 

In the midst of 331 riders present for 
today’s ACE race production, young 
Snow was more vehement than a 
nitro-sneaker at an AMA National. 

After the large-bore corn poppers had 
rattled down the near-side chute, the 
young Hawaiian had bounced and 
bounded to a lead of seven seconds — 
but just wait till the next lap. Maybe 
some of the “regulars” had encountered 
a few difficulties on that first lap? 
Maybe they were still trying to get the 
bottom-ends unloaded? Maybeee? 

Yes, sir. Just hang on, Bertha. Ain’t 
no way that an upstart newcomer — 
taking his first ride on this track — is 
gonna whup these boys...! 

Lap No. 2: "..Hey. Did you catch 
what that announcer-fellow said this 
guy's name was?" 

Lap No. 3: *Aw, cut it out. He's how 
far in front — twenty seconds?" 

Lap No. 4: "Gawd..!" (Jaws are 
sagging all along the Dunes fence line.)

A couple of weeks ago à new record 
was set for riding a bike, alone, the 
length of the torturous Baja California 
peninsula. It was accomplished by a 
rider you have probably never heard of; 
he’s no local hotshoe or sponsored 
factory rider. The man who rode from 
the border crossing at San Ysidro, Cal. 
to La Paz in 25 hours is. Larry 
Bornhurst. He did it on an essentially 
stock Kawasaki 350 Bighorn (his own 
bike) with no factory support, no en 
route pit crews, no backup truck, no 
support riders. He received help from 
Temple City Kawasaki on parts and 
preparation, but he went alone. 

Larry conceived and executed the 
idea himself and set a new record. 
Though he's not a big name, he is not 
new to motorcycling. He used to run 
sidecars in the late 1940’s. He once won 
the Greenhorn and placed fourth in the 
Big Bear Run on an H-D 74. He’s been 
down the road a few years on bikes and 
he showed, conclusively, with the 
record Baja run that he’s still making it. 

Despite the fact that Larry set anew 
record, it was not a particularly easy 
run, nor was it made under ideal 
conditions. He fought rain for the first 
250 miles south from Tijuana. The last 
reliable gas on Baja’s west coast is in 
Ensenada, where the Baja 500 had 
started the day before. Larry had 
stashed gas at various places enroute 
when he made the pre-run, setting down 
his elapsed times and checkpoints just 
like an enduro. 

He lost an hour in the mud on an 
unmarked detour north of El Rosario 
and fought freezing cold all across the 
Magdalena Plain. The cold slowed him 
to about 55 mph from a planned 80. 
However, most of the significant 
problems, including mechanical were 
encountered on the pavement. Larry 
estimated that he lost only about 15 
minutes off his scheduled time in the 
dirt. 

He rode the Bighorn because that’s 
what he had. Stock gearing, giving an 
estimated top end of 80 plus, was used 
after experimentation with different 
gearing. He was so heavy with water, oil 
and clothing at the beginning of the ride 
that his body took a terrible pounding 
as he couldn’t get up on the pegs that 
easily. He got some help from the LA 
area Kawasaki Dealer’s Association and

also picked up $500 in Kawasaki 
contingency money for the over 900 
mile ride. The cham and rear sprocket 
were wasted by the end of the run, 
probably due to the (for Baja) unusual 
mud conditions encountered during the 
first part of the trip. 

The major mechanical problem 
occurred when a washer dropped under 
the oil pump operating lever. After 
fouling a handful of plugs, he had to 
stop and remove the stray washer after 
taking off the right engine case in the 
fading daylight. With the stray washer 
removed, he pressed on, but the 
roadside repairs clearly cost him some 
time. After that he sorted a path 
through the remnants of the failed and 
broken Baja 500 equipment down to 
Laguna Chapala. The battery exploded 
іп Santo Thomas which was, 
surprisingly, a good event since the 
lighting coil kept the load up and the 
light actually brightened. Larry 
promises that next time, and there will 
be a next time, he will use a 
quartz-iodine light for sure. 

It gets very strange way down the 
Baja Peninsula after 14-15 hours of 
continuous riding. The cactus become 
redwoods and spooks lurk in the dark to 
swoop down on you. Mental and 
emotional preparation are the most 
important things in completing a long

distance run, particularly alone in 
untraveled territory. 
The last stretch from Villa 


Constitucion into La Paz (something 
over 100 miles) was rough. The cold 
helped to keep Larry awake, at the same 
time it numbed his body and stole all 
feelings from his fingers. Despite 
coveralls and long johns, cold was the 
greatest enemy. Hopefully it won’t be as 
cold on the next trip. Larry pulled up in 
front of the Hotel La Perla at 2 A.M. 
and, after getting the time confirmed, 
collapsed into a bed. 

In an age of committee decisions and 
corporate personalities, the Baja solo 
run is one of the few challenges left to 
an adventurous man. It takes a singular 
kind of individual to even consider such 
a venture and then do it, alone. 

There was no special preparation of 
the machine. He put on desert bars and 
ran a Full Bore trials tire on the rear. 
That was about it. The preparation was 
in the mind and body of Larry 
Bornhurst. He is an indivdual, but he is 
not a professional biker, by any means.

ISLE OF MAN, June 3-9, 1972 — Billed 
by the Isle of Man tourist board as “The 
Magical Island", there is indeed an air of 
fantasy about the island during TT 
week. Every town is ful of 
motorcyclists, every parking lot full of 
motorcycles. 

The island is a resort area, full of 
hotels and rooming houses. There are 
beaches, but the entire 11 days I was 
there, the temperature never 
approached where I wanted to sun 
bathe, or for that matter, take off any 
of my three sweatshirts. 

I met a New Zealander on the ferry 
and he being as cheap as I, we avoided 
the traps; shared a room in a boarding 
house at a total cost of 13 dollars each. 
Great. : 

Except for the fact that it rains a lot, 
was very chilly, and the British are just 
as adamant as the Europeans about 
turning off the heat after the first of 
May, it wouldn't be a bad place to 
spend a vacation. 

The people on the island love the TT 
races. Even having their major roads 
closed so often doesn't bother them. 
They all know the riders' numbers, what 
speed each lapped at last year, and what 
his chances are this year. An old fellow 
who had never owned a motorcycle 
complained to me that the only thing 
wrong with the TT is that there aren't 
enough of them. I can only compare 
this attitude to that of the Daytona 
natives. 

In the same vein, the police are really 
good people. They are seriously 
concerned about the welfare of the 
riders and the spectators, and they are 
gentlemen. Instead of shoving people 
away from a spot, they will merely say 
something like, “I shouldn’t want to 
stand there as you may distract a rider’s 
attention from the course and cause a 
crash. And you may even be hurt as 
well.” Right-o. I spent an entire 
afternoon of practice watching the 
riders and talking to a policeman. His 
knowledge of the racers was fantastic, 
and his observations about other things 
equally interesting. He felt that the 
trouble in America, at least a good part 
of it, could be traced to the fact that so 
many people can buy guns so easily. It 
works for the British. 

The ACU had broadcast points at 
several points around the course, and 
these broadcast points were connected 
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The BMW of William and Smith at Quarte 


to the grandstand, and the whole system 
was aired over the Isle of Man radio 
station, live. Everywhere people were 
listening to the races. 

The bikes people rode to the island 
(had ferried over would be more 
correct) were just as interesting as the 
racers, and a good deal more personal. 
Antiques abound — in fact, there was an 
antique rally on Thursday of TT weck. 
And they were all driven about, from 
vantage point to vantage point, right up 
until the Antique show. It's a real treat 
to see ancient leather belt-driven bikes, 
with external valve trains, as immaculate 
as any brand new machine. 

The European motorcyclist, 
especially the British, fancies himself as 
a roadracer. Accordingly, the bikes are 
fitted with clip-on bars, rear set 
footpegs and controls. There were even 
a few choppers, but.not anything like 
the States. Most amazing is the way the 
British nurture their worn BSAs and 
Triumphs. They don’t buy a new one 
every year or two, but revise, re-route or 
replace parts as they come off or break. 

And Europe has discovered Japan. 
Honda Fours were plentiful, and had 
gone through some interesting 
alterations. Many had grown sidecars, 
some carried seven or eight gallon tanks. 

Thé. street riders themselves are 
interestingly prepared. More foul 
weather gear is required, so Belstaff 
suits are popular, as well as full suits of 
leather. A riders experience can be 
calculated by the number of different 
pins on his jacket. There were some 
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outlaw types present, but по violence. 


Besides, ON ANY SUNDAY was 
showing at the theater, and no one can 
come out of that feeling nasty. 

I took my New Zealand roomie to 
the show on the first night. He loved it. 
So did the rest of the audience. He took 
me back three days later to see it again, 
and there was a line outside the theater 
an hour before the show was to start 
that was three blocks long! The 
admission price had gone up 25%. The 
people standing in line were singing 
“Why are we waiting?” to the tune of 
“Come All Ye Faithful.” Beautiful. 

This year, the early morning practices 
were eliminated, which made it a little 
more pleasant for the locals as well as 
the racers. Riding a roadracer at speed 
at 6 a.m. just didn’t appeal to anyone. 


Saturday, June 3. Production 
races and 750 sidecars. 

Saturday was very cold, windy and 
damp, although it never did actually 
rain. For some reason, the races began 
at 5 p.m. with the 750 production 
bikes, followed two minutes later by the 
500s, and again two minutes later by 
the 250s, 

Ray Pickrell, on a new Triumph, ran 
away from the 750s, maintainmg an 
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even 100 mph average for the four lap 
race. His fourth lap was 101.60, for a 


new record. Three minutes and 14 
seconds behind him came Peter Williams 
on a Norton, averaging 96.35 mph. 

The 500 production class also saw a 
new lap record, with Stan Woods 
pushing a Suzuki to a lap of 93.61 mph 
on the way to his win at an average 
speed of 92.20 mph, just ahead of 
Roger Bowler's Triumph at 92.09. 

A CB250 Honda surprised the field in 
that class. John Williams rode it to a 
first place, but no records were set. 
Williams won the 500 production race 
last year. His average on the Honda was 
85.32 mph, just ahead of Charlie 
Williams (no relation) on a Yamaha with 
84.06 mph. 

The 750 sidecar race began at 7:30 
p.m. in what was bitter cold. The racers 
left. in pairs, at 10 second intervals. 
Scoring is on corrected time, much as in 
an enduro. Early in the first lap, 
Siegfried Schauzu and Wolfgang 
Kalauch, who had started in the second 
pair had taken their BMW hack to the 
front, both on the road and on 
corrected time. They just opened up 
from there on, setting a race record 
average of 90.97 mph, for the three lap 
race. It was Schauzu's sixth TT win. 

Sunday was a day off from racing, 
but the weather didn’t take a day off. 
Cold again. 

Monday was TT racing again, and the 
day was sunny and, as always, cold. At 
1l a.m. the 350s got off, leaving in pairs 
at 10 second intervals. Much safer than

a mass start, particularly with the 
narrow course in mind. 

The 350 is one of Giacomo Agostini’s 
benefit events, and he proved it 
immediately. His three cylinder works 
MV was in front on the first lap. He is 
something to watch when he’s in a 
hurry. Unfortunately, he only hurried 
on the first lap. About one and a 
quarter miles from the start, at Quarter 
Bridge, he was still riding fast, and as he 
exited the turn, under full throttle, the 
rear wheel of his MV did- a little side 
step (four or five side steps, to be more 
exact) but he never even hesitated. Just 
waltzed on down the road. The rest of 
the laps were easier, he even had time to 
wave to the crowd exiting the same 
turn. 

Ago gained about a second a mile 
during the race, with his five lap average 
being 102.03 mph for a new race 
record. And he did it waving. It really is 


too bad there is no one to push him. 
Phil Read had been given a works MV to 
ride for the race, and he held second 
place with it until it broke, something 
almost unheard of for an MV. 

At 2:30 the 500 sidecars were off, in 
pairs again, as were all the races except 
the production classes. I must say that 
the sidecars are more fun to watch than 
the solos. The attrition rate is much 
higher, but the riders really work out. 

Klaus Enders and R. Engelhardt with 
à BMW rig were in a good race with 
Charlie Vincent and Mike Casey on a 
Munch. The Munch seemed fast, and it 
was a good race until the magnet fell off 
the magneto of Vincent’s machine. 
Enders and Engelhardt were far in the 
lead, with 10 miles to go, and the trusty 
BMW quit. Siegfried Schauzu suddenly 
found himself in the lead on another 
BMW, and when they passed Ender’s

On July 21, 22, and 23, the Laguna 
Seca National Championship road race 
will be sponsored by Kawasaki .and 
Trippe-Cox Associates. They couldn’t 
have chosen a better location to 
generate interest in road racing. The 
course is challenging, requiring the 
utmost in rider ability, and it offers the 
spectator many excellent vantage 
points. In addition, the race comes late 
enough in the season, carries a $50,000 
prize fund and enough points that riders 
and manufacturers will be putting out a 
lot of effort. 


THE COURSE 

Ron Grant, one of the top road racers 
in the world said of the course: “I agree 
with Stirling Moss that it is the best 
road course in America.” It is laid out 
over and around hills and features

elevation changes of over 250 feet in its 
1.9 mile length. 

From the start/finish line the course 
rises to turn one, a flat-out tum, where 
it then eases to the left and drops away 
again. You keep the power on into turn 
two where you shut off and come down 
a gear or two. A short straight connects 
turns two and three. Three is slightly 
faster. Beyond it the course rises and 
goes under a bridge where you brake for 
turn four, a blind uphill left hander. 
Between turns four and five is a long 
uphill straight that will make power 
count. A slight jog to the right sets you 
up for turns 6 and 6A. This set is an 
extremely tight left-right S called the 
“corkscrew”; This is because the second 
half twists downhill, is off-camber and 
seems to almost wind under the first half. 
Turn seven is also blind and sweeps 
downhill with a closing radius. Turn 
eight, arighthander, is connected to turn 
nine, a left-hand hairpin. Nine is the

But 
Nixon may be the man to watch. He is 
overdue for a win. 

Yvon DuHamel has been running at 
the front of every National road race 
this year and has to be considered as 
one of the two or three more likely 
favorites. He has led every National 
except Louden and was given the win at 
Atlanta after the  Suzukis were 
disqualified.

Fisher showed that both he and 
his machine had the necessary stuffings 
at Laconia where he shined up both the 
Combined and Expert races.

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ROAD TEST:

In the mid-sixties, 250ce 
displacement street machines were one 
of the strongest classes going. In recent 
years the 250 class off-road machines 
have boomed, but the 250 street 
machines have floundered and all but 
disappeared in this country. Honda, 
Bultaco, Ossa, Ducati, Harley-Davidson, 
BMW, and Kawasaki are some of the 
manufacturers that have stopped 
marketing their 250 road machines in 
this country. The probable cause for the 
decline of the 250 road machine is the 
rise of the 350 road machine which 
offers more punch with about the same 
handling and weight characteristics for 
only a slightly higher price. 

A manufacturer that offers two very 
similar machines in both the 250 and 
350 categories for road use is Yamaha. 
Can a 250 justify itself when it has a 
bigger brother that is only slightly more 
expensive? After riding the Yamaha 
DS-7 we would have to answer with a 
qualified but enthusiastic affirmative. 

Yamaha has been building and 
updating their 250 since the early 
sixties. They have also been building a 
250 road racing machine, the 
development of which has paralleled the 
street machine in many respects. This 
year they both feature near-identical 
frames, and the road-holding 
characteristics of the- street legal 
machine reflect its parentage. In fact, 
the TD-3 road racer and the DS-7 
roadster resemble each other more than 
the street and racing versions of the 250 
Yam have since the TD-1 road racer 
went out of production, The result is 
that the DS-7 is a very reassuring and 
enjoyable bike to ride through corners. 

The only difference between the 250 
and 350 twins is the engine. They both 
have the same stroke, but the 350 has a 
bigger bore. This means that parts are 
largely interchangeable except for top 
end pieces. While this may not seem too 
important, it means that parts will be 
more likely to be stocked by a dealer, 
and it helps to keep prices down. To the 
owner of one of the production racers it 
also means that he can change classes 
with a top end switch.

The little engine will run on Bulgarian 
regular (72 octane) without complaint. 
The use of the highly leaded ethyls is 
likely to put the spark plugs in an early 
grave. When being pushed hard, the 
DS-7 only gets 40 miles out of a gallon, 
but if you back off and cruise you can 
find about 55 miles per gallon. It 
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smokes a surprising amount when cold, 
but it clears up pretty thoroughly when 
warm. 

Starting is a one kick business. If it is 
cold, you use the choke and take it off 
after a few seconds of running. All very 
simple. There is no electric starting, but 
it would be completely unnecessary. If 
you manage to stall it at an intersection 
the kick starter is attached to the 
primary system so you can start it in 
gear with the clutch in. 

The engine is surprisingly strong and 
performance is rather spectacular. It is 
always possible to be going too fast 
when you enter a freeway. Acceleration 
is on a par with, or better than, some 
bikes of more than 500cc that we have 
tested recently. A lot of the credit has 
to go to the five-speed transmission 
which is very well spaced and allows 
you to use most of the engine's 30 
horses all of the time. On the other 
hand you can run it down to two and a 
half grand, and it won't complain. The 
engine is very flexible. 

You will never need more power 
although there may be those who want 
more. Out at the Cycle News Secret 
Test Track we were able to coax an 
indicated 95 miles per hour out of it. At 
high RPM it feels as though it is just 
running out of breath. The removal of 


the air cleaner might help. Bigger carbs ^ 


certainly would. A nice thing about thé 
running-out-of-air thing is that you 
needn't worry about the tach needle 
inadvertently finding its way into the 
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The DS-7 shares a lot of the abilities of the Yamaha 250 road racer.

great red wasteland. The engine runs out 
of air before it over-revs. 

The DS-7 can be used for touring, but 
the engine is twisting right along at 
highway speeds. The tach reads 5,800 at 
65 miles per hour and 6,400 at 70. It is 
very smooth at all speeds. A problem 
with using it as a touring bike is that the 
seat is a tad hard for really extended 
trips. Hard seats are something that one 
adjusts to, and there are people who 
have ridden around the world on earlier 
model Yamaha 250 twins. 

What the Yamaha DS-70 does best is 
play on the mountain roads. The brakes, 
suspension, engine, transmission, and 
controls all lend themselves to fast 
riding. Yamaha has always made a big 
deal about their brakes, and it is more 
than an advertising hype. The brakes 
have excellent feel and are capable of 
locking both wheels with 300 pounds, 
people on board at 80 miles per hour. 
That is good braking. What is strange is 
the fact that Yamaha is going to disc 
brakes next year. We never found a 
situation where the brakes would fade 
or do anything unfriendly whatsoever so 
a disc séems unnecessary? It is well that 
the brakes do sucha good job of 
slowing you down, because engine 
compression doesn’t slow the machine 
in the least. That you can lock the 
wheels at high speeds isn’t a reflection 
on the tires either. The tires held on 
through the worst that. we could dish 
out. One staffer became involved with a 
tricked-out Lotus Elan (that's a car) up 
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around Topanga Canyon and was able 
to pull away in the swervery. The 
four-wheeled contraption had the upper 
hand in power, though. 

There were only two failings that 
could be found in the road racer that 
lurks within the Yamaha twin. In some 
corners, at very high speed (85+ MPH) 
it was inclined to speed wobble. It was 
only necessary to roll the throttle off 
slightly to bring things back into line. 
Presumably, not too many people will 
be thrashing it along at this kind of 
speed anyway. 

The only other problem that we 
encountered was the somewhat limited 
ground clearance. We removed the 
stands which made a considerable 
difference in the angle obtainable. What 
worked even better (and didn't require 
looking for something to lean the 
machine on when it was stopped) was 
pretending you were Paul Smart and 
climbing off in the turns. 

The handling and braking of the 
machine were good enough that we 
recommended this machine to a friend 
who was buying his first machine and 
had some interest in getting into 
production road racing eventually. 

Writers always seem to get excited 


about the styling of the Yamahas. It . 


seems to us that styling is a matter of 
taste, so we won't direct your opinion 
on the DS-7's looks. We will say that the 
finish is quite good, however. 

The ignition key goes in either way 
like a Ford key. It has a plastic head 
which makes it easier to find in a pocket 
full of coins and keys. The fork lock 
key is different from the ignition key 
which seems unnecessary. 

The engine stayed pretty clean, but 
the ends of the one-piece exhaust 
system showed some oil. It could be 
that ours was set up a little rich on oil. 
What little noise there was came from 
the intake system; good mufflers. 

The question is: who wants a 250 for 
$719 when for less than a hundred 
dollars more $795) one can own the 
350 R5-B that offers more power and 
all the same running gear. Well, there is 
the person who doesn't have the extra 
100 scoots. Then there is the guy who 
deson't have $100 worth of interest in 
the 350 over the 250. 

But there are two kinds of people 
who will want the 250 over the 350. 
The first is the smart beginner. He 
knows that the 250 will be adequate for 
his needs but won't be as likely to get 
him into situations that he can't figure 
his way out of. The other happy DS-7 
owner will be the guy who really gets 
into using his machinery on winding 
back roads or who wants to go

The man who enjoys 
finding the right gear for every corner, 
braking hard, keeping the engine on the 
power, and leaning it until the pegs 
ground will find the Yamaha 250 to be 
thr right mount for the road to heaven. 
It is is a good machine to use to its 
limits on a road that demands a lot of 
concentration. 

How will the DS-7’s engine fare under 
hard running? Well, it’s always difficult 
to predict the long term reliability after 
a few thousand miles, but we can say 
that the machine won’t break on you 
right off. We gave that little engine and

An SHCA technical committee, 
which includes representatives of the 
independent laboratories, is drafting for 
submission. to D.O.T. a number of 
recommendations for positive changes 
in specific testing criteria, according to 
President Babbitt. 

Babbitt stated that the Council is 
ready to cooperate with the D.O.T. and 
all other groups to achieve the prime 
goal of “‘.....building a safe helmet." 

He also paid tribute to outgoing 
president Tom Johnson of McHal 
Enterprises, Hawthorne, California, for 
doubling the membership of the Council 
during the past year and more than 
tripling participation in the SHCA 
certification program. During Johnson’s 
tenure, the SHCA quality certification 
program was adopted by the American 
Motorcycle Association as its criteria for 
helmets worn in competition events. 

Other directors elected were James P. 
Couglin, Bell-Toptex, Inc., Long Beach, 
California; Charles B. Tinch, Premier 
Pacific of Westminster, California; 
Robert Asbury, Premier Seat and 
Accessory Co., Hamilton, Ohio; George 
Kane, Royal Industries, Grant Division, 
Sioux Falls, S.D.; Bert LaFontaine, 
AFCOA | International, Chatsworth, 
California, and Tom Johnson.

Nearly every district of the AMA has 
some sort of an incentive system to 
reward its best riders. District 36 is no 
different. 

In 1967, the powers to be of this area 
decided that a top twenty system for 
the Experts was in order and so the top 
twenty point getters in the scrambles 
thing were awarded black plates, 
numbered from 1-20. The system was 
designed to elevate the best riders and 
show the world that the guys that 
carried those plates. were something 
special. 

It must have worked, since the first 
number 1 plate carrier was Jim Rice and 
the number 3 guy turned out to be 
Mark Brelsford. Both of whom have 
made it big in the world of professional 
motorcycle racing. 

Throughout „the five years since its 
inception -the system is still showing 
itself to be a good one, but in five years 
only one man has managed to make this 
illustrious list each and every year. This 
man is Ray Huff, a 41 year-old fast kid 
that hasn't figured out how to quit the 
motorcycle racing game. 

In 1958, motorcycle racing was a 
sport where the entrants rode their 
bikes to the race track, took off 
whatever they had to take off, and got 
it on. Organization was at a minimum 
but the racing was the greatest. The 
Emmicks were hot at it and Dick 
Dorrstyn, Dick Mann and Ray Huff 
were the local hot shoes. 

“Т traded my '53 Golden Flash in on 
a ’57 Cub (Triumph), and I got talked 
into going to Oakdale Reservoir one day 
and somebody said I could race it if I 
took off the lights. Well, ole Gary 
Emmick was there and he looked pretty 
good, and I kinda got it going at that 
track.” 

While the early days were not too 
well organized, it was all to change 
rather quickly as Pappy Ford got the 
district together and numbers became 
prevalent. Ray Huff rode a Jawa/CZ 
sent to him by the importer. 

Free rides weren’t at all prevalent, 
but his name was beginning to become 
known as one of the great scramblers of 
the time. 

“When I started running professional 
stuff, my first race was at the old Alviso 
track and the first guy I noticed then 
was Joe Leonard. It was a short track 
and those guys were real artists. Dick 
Dorrstyn would catch up to Leonard 
but seldom beat him Ole Dick was the 





flashiest rider around." 

The years of racing went by 10 times 
before the black plate concept got 
started and in the year that Rice was 
number 1 and Brelsford number 3, Huff 
was number 6. Raymond Huff was also 
playing musical motorcycle shops in 
Modesto and by that time, he had 
worked for every dealer in town. The 
reason for jumping around was more 
than likely to find who had the hot 
set-up to ride and with Huff being one 
of the better mechanics around, a job 
was easy to find. 

“When I started racing this scrambles 
thing, 70 riders was a lot. In the last few 
years, you have to win the heat just to 
go to the Main and if you didn't win, 
you were lucky to make the Semi. if 
you didn't have a 200 Cub in those 
days, you might as well go home. 

His wife of 22 years, Ruby, states, 

*He was too wild for the streets, so he 
started riding in the races." In the old 
days when Hayward Speedway was a 
much larger track, Ray Huff was just 
about unbeatable at that track. "I was 
scab on top of scab in those days, and 
Ruby used to have to patch me up after 
every race." 

Ray is just as hard in 1972 as he was 
15 years ago but he spends more time 
getting his bikes set up so they work 
better and he doesn't have to spend as 
much time on the ground. 

He works for Thiel's in Modesto now 
and they sell Suzukis. Now Suzuki has 
got some super equipment in its road 
bikes and even the motocrossers aren't 
too bad. World champs is a pretty good 
title, but in the scrambles and flat track 
department, they're not too hot. Plenty 
of horsepower, but don't quite get it to 
the ground in the proper proportions 
plus not handling for this type of sport. 

"I'm working on the 400 now and I 
think I've got it working pretty good. 
I'm getting one of the new 250s and if I 

can get it to work, I think they'll be the 
fastest things you have ever seen." 

No doubt, if anybody can get them 
to work, it will be a guy like Ray Huff 
who just dosen't know when to quit. 
The sport of motorcycling may well 
endure because of the likes of Ray Huff 
and their perseverance. : 

The thing to watch for this season 
will be the number 10 black plate rider, 
because if he gets his stuff together, 
Suzuki may well have its place in the 
world of scrambles racing. Wouldn’t 
that be a pleasant surprise.

CALIFORNIA CHAUVINISM 

Whatever that special quality is that 
makes California an outstanding state of 
mind turned up winners again despite all 
the efforts of the police power freaks in 
Washington. I mean the helmet law was 
going to make it, this year, in the state 
which has become a haven for 25% of 
America’s road bikers. A spokesman for 
the U.S. Department of Transportation 
had darkly vowed “‘we’re going to get 
California!" The rails were greased. The 
Highway Patrol, Chiefs of Police 
Association, and the Northern 
California Automobile Club endorsed it. 
The highly respected Assemblyman 
(now Senator) Claude Biddle agreed to 
sponsor it. 

Why should California be different 
from the forty-some states which put 
people in jail for getting caught upon a 
motorbike without this certain hat? Are 
we that much better drivers, or perhaps 
just better citizens? A lot of people 
took time out of their busy lives to 
inform first themselves, and then the 
legislature, on this question. Most of us 
probably wear helmets most of the time 
that we are riding. Nobody asked us if 
we wanted this ridiculous law. They 
merely asked the police chiefs if they 
wanted to enforce it, and the “new 
centurions,” I’m sorry to say, officially 
went for it. (All of the policemen I 
spoke to, including several Chiefs, were 
opposed to the helmet law and surprised 
to learn that their association had 
endorsed it.) 
When the 


helmet bill squeaked 








through the California Assembly last 
month, despite the best efforts of 
M.O.R.E. lobbyist Russ Sanford, 
California motorcyclists and the 
industry came to help. Letters poured 
forth, people paid visits to their 
Senator’s office, some for the first time. 
Sonny Barger, the Hell’s Angel who was 
motorcycling’s most eloquent lobbyist 
until Russ Sanford came along, came 
out of retirement, but was conveniently 
arrested and held without bail until 
after the Senate hearing on the helmet 
bill. 

I made arrangements with Bell 
Toptex to furnish helmets for the 
Senators, so they could judge for 
themselves. It is always assumed that 
helmet makers stand to gain the most 
by passage of compulsory helmet laws, 
but this is not true of quality helmet 
companies and Bell knows it. When 
forced to buy a helmet against his will, a 
rider often buys the cheapest product 
that will keep the cops off his back. 
Most helmet manufacturers side with 


their customers against compulsory 
laws. Only the cheapo brands stand to 
profit. 


The day of the Senate hearing, 
Barbara A. Dahms visited all of her 
friends on the Committee. Longtime 
readers may recall that Mrs. Dahms 
lobbied effectively for the ad hoc 
“United Motorcycle Enthusiasts’ in 
1968 and 1969. 

That special quality about California 
is nowhere better found than in the 
halls and offices of the state legislature. 
The building is open as the people’s 
minds to anybody with a problem of 
government. I always get the feeling in 
other state capitols that nothing short 
of a major confrontation could break 
through the guards and mysticism and 
just plain rudeness with which other 
politicians insulate themselves. But here 
in my home state, the legislators truly 
like the people, and it is plain. We 
respect people who respect us. Maybe 
that is what the Commissioner of the 
California Highway Patrol needs to 
understand. Maybe individuals’ respect 
for each other is that special quality 
that makes California outstanding.

WHAT'S THE STORY? 

We are writing in response to an 
article of May 31, 1972, by Jack Webb, 
headed “Dune Buggy restrictions get 
tighter." In Mr. Webb's article, he stated 
off-road vehicles ‘kill the rare desert 
tortoise and give heart attacks to 
bighorn sheep. If it were possible to 
tally the number of tortoises killed each 
year by travelers, campers and hunters, 
as compared to off-road sportsmen we 
are sure that it would be clear that 
off-road people are responsible for just a 
very small fraction, if any, of the total 
number killed. 

As for the sheep, maybe it is possible 
that a motorcycle could give one of the 
more sensitive sheep a heart attack, but 
is there any reason to believe that a slug 
from a high powered 30.06 rifle would 
bring more desirable effects even from 
the strongest animal. 

It was also stated that off-the-roaders 
are responsible for cutting into the 
desert and mountain lands, causing 
erosion. Look at some of the quarries 
and plants near Boron, California, in the 
Mojave on Highway 58, you can see 
massive erosion in process, as the giant 
machines rape the land of everything it 
is worth. Another example is the power 
lines strung through the Mojave by 
Edison with towers going up 200 feet 
off the desert floor with thousands of 
miles of line carrying as much as 500 
thousand volts. It not only creates an 
eyesore, but a hazard to wild and 
human life as well. Evento the freeways 
in the Desert: how many millions of 
tons of earth had to be moved and 
where did it come from?

relations up here. That’s the whole 
secret of running one of these events: to 
have good public relations. 

CN: They haven’t got many riders up 
here yet. A motorcycle’s still a novelty. 
Latham: Yeah, it was sort of funny. 
Yesterday we came up on the course 
marker and he looks like he just got set 
down in Oregon straight out of England. 
He was on one of these little trials bikes 
and he had his black leather 
whatchamacallit hat. He was standing 
way up there on the pegs and putting 
along just like an English Trials rider. 
Marking the course. 

Latham: That’s why it was a good thing 
they ran the easy schedule. They won't 
get many complaints cause people 
appreciate what they did. But there 
would have been some hard feelings if 
people lost their golds because of poor 
marking. It would have been very easy 
to do that if the schedule had been 
tight. I'd say I was lost during the two 
days for half an hour. 

Vincent: The marking is the whole 
name of the ball game. Over in England 
they took a whole bunch of these stakes 
and drove them in the ground, you 
know, with red paint on the top of 
them. There must have been a million 
stakes over there. They did a beautiful 
job marking the course. There’s no way 
you could get lost. 

CN: Yeah, I rode some sections of the 
Berkshire when I was there, and that 
marking was terrific. There’s a science 
to doing it that we haven’t got out here. 
Latham: When Al Eames marks the

course he gives you a warning arrow 
that a turn's coming up before the 
actual turn arrows.When you get around 
the turn there’s another marker right 
there to tell you you’re right on the 
trail. It’s always in the right spot. You 
always know where to look for Al 
Eames’ arrows. You don’t bother to 
look in the spots where the arrows 
aren't supposed to be. You'll go half a 
mile and there won't be an arrow. But 
you know there's not supposed to be 
any arrows. Then you get to a point 
where there's supposed to be an arrow, 
you look up, and there it is. 

CN: Dave, you're an astronomer, aren't 
you? Do you work in an observatory? 
Dave: Yes, the Smithsonian Institution 
Astrophysical Observatory in 
Cambridge. I also work for Harvard 
University, Department of Astronomy. 
CN: A couple of people told me you 
were an astrologer. 

Dave: Well, they weren't far wrong. I 
get that at cocktail parties all the time. 
CN: It's kind of a strange thing. There 
don't seem to be that many professional 
people in motorcycling. 

Dave: Really, there's quite a few. In 
New England for example, Ronnie 
Webster who rides with us on the 
Yankee Team is chief engineer at Gerber 
Scientific in Hartford, Connecticut. Piet 
Boonstra, who's been a very successful 
rider in New England for years, in the 
top three a couple of times, is an 
executive in charge of computer 
production at IBM’s main plant in 
Poughkeepsie, New York. Mr. Ferb 
across here, who’s our assistant team 
manager, is project engineer in New 
York working for Cyanamid. 

CN: Before I started writing, I used to 
work for an electronics outfit. There, it 
was always fine if you came in limping 
from a ski accident, but they gave you a 
bad time if you came in limping from a 
motorcycle accident. 

Dave: Well, there's a funny story about 
that. I fell off pretty hard trying to get 
in shape for the Six Days in Germany. I 
broke my back, crushed one of my 
vertebrae. It was only a week before I 
was supposed to take my oral exams for 
my Ph.D., so they brought the exam to 
my hospital room. The eight examiners 
came to my hospital room and I took 
the exam flat on my back in 
hyperextension. They're reasonably 
liberal at Harvard, anyway. 

CN: That might be the only reasonable 
way to take a Ph.D. exam! 

Dave: It was the greatest gimmick of all 
times. They felt so sorry for me they 
couldn't fail me, you know. 

CN: Are you heading back to New 
England now? 

Latham: No, I’m going to Arizona 
where we have our observatory, our 
field station. Do some observing. Do 
some more work on the Yankee and see 
if we can’t put to good use some of the 
things we found out this week. — * 

CN: Have you got that air cleaner 
problem worked out now? 

Latham: Yes, we do. 

CN: I saw you frantically trying to keep 
the dirt from running through it a* 
Berkshire. 

Latham: Yeah, well, it was r.- 
muddy up there and we didn’t hav. me 
proper shielding around it, but we’ve 
got that straightened out now. We’ve 
got a perfect air cleaner on it now. 

CN: What will you do about the tire 
problem if you get over to 
Czechoslovakia? 

Latham: Use Full Bore tires. We'll never 
again, I think, use another tire. 

CN: I understand those are awful damn 
hard to change on the trail. 

Latham: The only reason they're hard 
to change is because the tires are made 
American size in inches and the rims 
that we're using now are millimeters. 
It's a tight fit, and we've either got to 
change the size of the tires or change 
the rims, one of the two. 

Vincent: Actually, you know, changing 
the tire isn't quite so hard once it's been 
flat. In most practical situations if your 
tire goes flat on you and you're just 
going to change the tube, you find it's 
not hard to break the bead at all. It's 
already broken. Cutler had a flat down 
in Virginia and changed it in twelve 
minutes. That's not bad, for the rear. 
It's not good, but it's not bad. When we 
either get the tire or the rim changed, 
we'll be able to cut it right down to a 
good competitive time. Also, these bikes 
don't have the center stands on them 
yet, and that's going to help them. 

CN: Do you think you're going to be 
able to hold onto your Berkshire trails 
up there? Right now, in most populated 
areas of the country, riders are losing 


trail right and left, especially from the 
environmentalists. 

Eames: Right there is the main reason 
we don’t want to run another Berkshire, 
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this year. х 
Latham: We've got a tremendous 
organization that's been built up in New 
England, The New England Trail Rider 
Association, spearheaded by Bob Hicks, 
who's doing it professionally now a 
good part of the time. He's interacting 
with all the land management people 
and all the people that use the trails, the 
Appalachian Club, for instance, and the 
horse people. He's on all sorts of 
advisory committees. We have a couple 
of thousand members in the 
organization and we’re something that 
can be identified. It’s gone a long way 
toward getting the message across to 
other people: what to do and why we 
do it. I think it’s going to save the sport 
for us. There was a time about a year 
and a half ago I was worried that we 
were going to lose the sport. [ think if 
we keep at it we can save the sport. 

CN: How are you holding down the 
number of entries in enduros? We get 
2000 entries in an enduro in California. 
Latham: The way we do it is a little 
ruthless, but it serves two purposes. We 
have a licensing program and we have 
schools. The reason we have the schools 
grew out of the fact that we had two 
fatalities in New England in enduros and 
we felt both of them were needless. 
People weren’t properly informed about 
what was doing on and had no training. 
They were both new riders and one of 
them hadn’t even ridden more than a 
couple of hours. That’s why the schools 
were formed: To make sure everybody 
at least understood the rules, and that it 
wasn’t a race. Now it sort of serves 
another purpose. We only process so 
many people through the schools and 
you have to go through the school 
before you get a license. There are only 
so many people licensed, so that way we 
help keep down the entry. 

Vincent: In other words, a guy’s got to 
want to ride enduro pretty badly before 
he's going to do it in New England. 
When you ride enduros in your area, do 
you run them all at once, novices and 
what have you? 

CN: Well, anybody who wants to can 
sign up, and they draw the numbers out 
of a hat. They run the A's and the B's 
together. 

Vincent: We have three classifications, 
A, B, and C also. We have separate 
enduros set aside just for C riders. This 
kind of breaks it up. It gives a guy a 
chance, you know, to be home with his 
family some weekends. Also, ‘it gives 
everybody a chance to ride without 
congestion on the trails. Nine hundred 
or a thousand guys in an enduro is 
ridiculous. 

CN;We had one with 2200 entrants 
about two months ago. 300 women. 
Vincetn: Kind of like the freeway, huh? 
CN: Where there virtually hadn't been a 
trail, there is now a gully in a lot of 
places. 

Vincent: Unbelievable! How many did 
you have on a number, ten? 

CN: I think they were running eight on 
2 rumber. They started off at 7 o'clock 
and they were still sending riders off at 
«1:30. 

Vincent: That’s too much. Somehow 
you have to classify them and run 
separate days or do something. 

Latham: The only way you can get 
around this problem is to have more 
events. Sort of like the minor league and 
the big league, which is what we’re 
trying to do in the New England area. 
The person who sets up an enduro has 
to be dedicated to this project, he has to 
be able to talk to local people and he 
has to be a good public relations man. 

He has to talk to all the police and 
pay them off and he has to have a good 
understanding of what kind of trail to 
put together. 

You know how to pay off the police 
in New England, don’t you? We hire 
them for traffic duty. It’s a very crafty 
way of doing it. You pay them for their 
time, $20 or $25 for a couple hours 
work, and then you put them out 
wherever you cross a state highway. 
Usually it’s the most dangerous spot 
anyway. The main purpose is that 
they’re standing there directing traffic, 
so when the state troopers come along 
it’s all okay ‘cause the state trooper sees 
the town cop and there’s no problem. 
The state troopers are the real problem 
in New England. 

CN: It’s the same in our area. 

Vincent: They’re pretty tough. Down in 
Connecticut they'll even harass you. 
Eames: You got to kind of work with 
them, you know. 

CN: I rode a couple of enduros back in 
your area about ten years ago. About 
half the time we came flying into a 
check with the state cops right on our 
tail.

When it was further announced that is 
was to be a National and that it was 
going to be held in Los Padres Forest, 
surprise turned to shock. Nationals are 
seldom (Read *'never.") awarded to first 
time clubs. And Los Padres? Well, 
enduros are held there occasionally (the 
Hi-Mountain and the MORE Benefit 
enduro are two that come to mind), but 


the hassle involved has generally 
discouraged other clubs from 
attempting to use that particular area.

So everyone waited to see what would 
happen — if anything. If it had been 
cancelled the day before the event, no 
one would haye been too surprised. 

What happened falls into the category 
of minor miracles. First, the course. It 
was two separate loops totaling 112 
miles and very little was repetitive. That 
in itself was fantastic. The word was 
that starting from Ballinger Camp, 
there’s no way you can lay out 100 
miles of trail. The territory just isn’t 
that extensive. Well, they did it. And 
without using much road either. 

The first loop quickly took the riders 
into very tight forest trails on the North 


: side of Quatal Canyon. The going was 


difficult through Oak and mesquite that 
didn't give when you hit it. One rider 
described the trees as having limbs of 
steel. If you hit one you either moved 
your arm out of the way or left it there. 

There was one bad hill about 25 miles 
out that thinned the ranks a bit. Novices 
complained that it was impossible, but 
their complaints brought loud guffaws 
from scores of better riders who 
managed to get up the hill on 100s and 
125s. One youngster went up on a 
Honda 100 with a flat rear tire, no less! 

From Quatal Canyon, the riders went 
over new trail quite a way south to 
Apache Canyon and met the desert 
riders’ nemesis, water. Many large signs 
warned of the approaching hazard. 
“Large lake ahead!” ‘Waterproofing 
recommended!" “Prepare for Water 
Crossing!” Etc. But scared though they 
might have been, the desert riders 
screwed their courage to the sticking 
point, met the obstacle and conquered 
it. 

Water! Ugh. After that harrowing 
experience, the riders were ready for a 
rest and happy to see a nice wide 
sandwash that they could ride for the 
next 20 miles or so. Happiness, though, 
is a fleeting thing and to desert racers, 
happiness is a sandwash with sand in it. 
This one was harder than concrete. 
Many riders complained that this was

the only sandwash they had ever seen 
that had fifty-foot long black skid 
marks on the surface! 

The afternoon course had much the 
same type of terrain as the morning, but 
in addition there was quite a long tour 
through the playground area. This is an 
area of steep, almost bald hills topped 
by very narrow razorback ridges. Great 
fun to ride, but not for the faint 
hearted! If you go off one of those 
trails, they might not find you until the 
flash floods in the spring wash your 
body down to the river. 

Not many enduro courses in this area 
have been as well planned and executed 
as this one, to judge from the comments 
of riders. The schedule speeds were 
about as close to perfect as one could 
hope. This meant that besides being 
interesting from a terrain standpoint, 
the event was a great timekeepers’ 
event. It’s seldom that the two coincide. 

Since this was the club’s first event of 
this type, one might have expected the 
times and mileages to be sporadic, but 
even in. this area, the Dirt Diggers did a 
good job. There is some question about 
the location of two checks, (They were 
possibly about .4 miles off in location) 
but this was the only beef that I heard. 

No one puts on an event such as this 
without quite a bit of cooperation from 
the Forest Service. The Los Padres 
Forest Service apparently pulled out all 
stops in their efforts to help. They 
helped the Dirt Diggers find the trail 
they needed and even performed a 
valuable liaison service between the club 
and some private landowners whose 
land was used in the event. They 
required only a nominal (and 
reasonable) $300 performance bond in 
marked contrast to the wildly 
exorbitant $3000 required of the 
Shamrocks when they staged a similar 
event in the Angeles National Forest. 

The Forest Service kept a close eye 
on the run today and were quite happy 
with the results. One ranger told me 
that based on this run, he felt there 
would be no problems with similar runs 
in the future. An enduro rider could 
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hardly hear more welcome news. 

About 440 riders started the event 
and 50% finished. This was lower than 
expected by the Dirt Diggers who 
planned to have 70% finishers. What

they did not plan, though, was the 
weather. It was ridiculously hot and the 
heat wiped out many of the riders. 

At one check the Dirt Diggers 
brought out five gallons of water for 
thirsty riders. The first 20 riders 
consumed the five gallons and the next 
few finished all the beer, soda and 
Gatorade that the checkers had brought 
for their own use. Maybe next year they 
can hold the run a bit earlier in the 








season. 


Results will be announced in two 
weeks and a trophy presentation will be 
held at the Mignight run. On, the Dirt 
Diggers did foul up on one point. They 
caught two clowns changing course 
markers. They wouldn't tell me what 
they did to them, but they did admit 
that they were still alive. A serious 
mistake, but after all it's their first

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can’t do that any more. Now there’s so 
many guys, maybe the first 50 get 
through and then they start nailing the 
next ones. So you have to face up to the 
problem. 

CN: In our area now the police have 
helicopters. 

Vincent: Whew! Where are you from? 
That’s not fair — they ought to put 
them on bikes, make it even! 

СМ: ГИ tell you, it adds a whole new 
aspect to the sport when this damned 
helicopter comes down and a 
loudspeaker blares, “‘You’re on private 
property. Get off there.” 

Latham: Well, you can’t go on private 
property unless you’ve got permission, 
so if it’s posted, you’ve got to stay off. 
There's no question about it. Even if it 
isn't posted, if you know a guy doesn't 
want you there, you'd better stay out. 
In the Berkshire, we have permission 
from the Federal Government to run in 
the. National Forest and we have 
permission from the State Government 
to run in the state forest. 

CN: They have one more qualifier in 
Ohio, don't they? 

Vincent: Yeah, it will be the.next one I 
guess. That'll be all trail I think. 

CN:Is that going to be a Penton 
Special? 

Latham: Yeah, I think so. 

Vincent: It’s going to be a YANKEE 
Special! Plan 27 comes into action in 
Ohio! We’ve already tried 26 plans and 





they didn’t work. 

CN: Is the AMA going to seduce you 
guys back into their organization with 
the Six Days? $ 
Latham: What do you, mean by seduce? 
Who’s being seduced, New England or 
AMA? Anyway, it isn’t New England 
people who would run the ISDT. The 
people who decide whether New 
England goes back to the AMA is an 
entirely different crowd from the 
people who are going to run the ISDT. 
Maybe the AMA is going to seduce AI 
Eames or something, but it's got 
nothing to do with all of the other trail 
bosses. 

CN: Bob Hicks is kind of your spiritaul 
leader, so to speak, in the New England 
portion isn’t he? 

Latham: Well, not a spiritual leader, but 
he’s the fellow that’s probably done the 
most for the sport and the fellow that 
probably knows most about what’s 
happening. But Bob Hicks wasn’t 
involved at all in our original withdrawal 
from the AMA. That was the vote of the 
enduro committee and the. sports 
committee for scrambles. 

We enduro riders withdrew because 
we didn’t see any advantage. You had to 
file all those long reports that took a 
couple of hours to fill out. You sent 
them $10 and you never saw anything 
for it. Why bother to belong? Besides, 
we wanted to try our own rules. I think 
it's been great that we've gotten to try 


two or three different kinds of rules 
now. 

One system is the rider-number flip 
cards at each check, so as you ride into 
a check you can see if your number is 
up and whether you're early or late. I 
think that's done a lot for the fun of 
riding. If you number's up on the board, 
then you know you're on time. It also 
helps in the scoring. The way we score is 
by writing down the number dues, not 
the real time. Then when you get back 
and you want to score, you take the 
difference between the rider's number 
and the number on the slot. If you're 
rider No. 20, then your card should 
consist of a whole bunch of 20's, if 
you've got a perfect score. If it's got a 
22, you know you dropped two points. 
Vincent: It really makes it neat, there's 
not a lot of figuring to the thing. 

CN: The idea I really like is that trail

CN: Do you get a chance to ride during 
the week at all? 

Latham: No. 

CN: Malcolm Smith told me one time, 
that he never had to do any training or 
anything like that. He said, “Of course, 
I like to go out and take a little ride 
before breakfast every morning. I’ve got 
a 40 mile loop up behind my house." 
Eames: That’s the kind of dedication it 
takes.

_ broken machine, Kalauch (Schauzu’s 
passenger) was seen kicking his feet in 
the air. The West Germans tooled on in 
for their second TT victory of the week. 

Second place went to another BMW 
outfit, driving by H. Luthringshauser 
and D. Cusik, far behind Schauzu's 
average of 91.85 mph. Third went to an 
interesting wedge shaped outfit (looking 
like an Indy car) powered by a West 
German two-stroke racing boat engine. 

The 250cc International and the 
Formula 750 class were to run on 
Wednesday, but the rain finally caught 
up with the races. The ACU, having had 
some experience with this kind of 
weather, schedules a day between each 
day of racing as an off day, precisely for 
the reason that if it rains they can move 
the event to the next day and hope the 
rain stops. It worked this time, as the 
250s got away in sunshine (still cold and 
windy) on Thursday morning at 11. 

In the whole field, there was one 
four-stroke, a Honda. It was definitely 
not competitive with the two-strokes. 
Phil Read took the lead almost 
immediately on his own Yamaha, Even 
though he had started on the fortieth 
second, by the 25 mile mark he was the 
leader on the road as well. Rod Gould 
followed him on another Yamaha. One 
interesting thing was the number of 

' water-cooled two-strokes racing. Some 

people had converted TD Yamahas to 

water-cooling, as well as some of the 

Suzukis and Kawasakis. Read and Gould 

were on standard TD's. 

At 2 p.m. the Formula 750 class 
started. This was one of the big interest 
races, along with the 500 Senior and the 
production classes. The rules are the 
same as the AMA’s class C rulings with 
one exception. There is no claiming 
rule. 

MV is planning to enter a 750, no 
later than next year, but refuse to race 
it in the States as they don't feel like 
selling it. Maybe the Count will change 
his mind. 

Last year's winner on a Triumph, 
Tony Jefferies, took an early lead on a 
Triumph again, but only held it for half 
a lap as Ray Pickrell was hot. Pickrell's 
Triumph 3 and Jefferies were both 
lapping well over 100 mph, and both 
were running ahead of the record 
established last year by Jefferies. 

Australian Jack Findlay, on a 
water-cooled 750 Suzuki, also got in for 
a couple of laps at over 100 mph, but 
couldn’t catch the Triumphs. Pickrell 
cut one lap at 105.68 for a new record, 
and his race average was 104.23, also a 
new record. There was a team of three 
Nortons, entered by John Player, but all 
of them retired with gearbox woes. It is 
too bad, because riding them were John 
Cooper, Phil Read and Peter Williams. 

The Formula 750 class seemed to be 
the most popular with the spectators, 
and many | people asked why 
Harley-Davidson didn't send a team to 
the Island. I couldn't answer that, 
beyond the expense involved, the time 
it would take away from the National 
Circuit, and the danger of the course. 
Although Bill Davidson was on the 
Island for the races. Reconaissance 
mission perhaps? 

Friday, June 9. The last day. 

The hope for one day of good 
weather was dashed immediately. It was 
raining and cold. As I mounted the bus 
for a ride to the famous hump-back 
bridge at Ballaugh, the rain eased a bit, 
and hopes raised. Ballaugh is where 


Agostini does his motocross jumps 
(albeit a bit faster than the 
motocrossers). 


By 11 am. the rain was more a 
drizzle, and there was no wind and no 
fog in the mountain section, so they 
decided to run the 125s. The British 
favorite was Charles Mortimer, on a 
Yamaha, last year’s winner. But 
Gilberto Parlotti was here from Italy on 
his works Morbidelli, so there was going 
to be a race. Parlotti had come to the 
island a week before the practice time, 
and toured the course several times a 
day on a 750 Ducati. It was his first 
time on the island, so he wanted to 
learn it. 

By race time, it was estimated that he 
had made over 40 laps on the course, in 
the rain, mostly. He took an early lead, 
on corrected time, by as much as 20 
seconds over Mortimer. This is the way 
it stood until 25 miles into the second 
lap when he crashed on a newly 
surfaced section of road that was 
reported as being slippery when wet. 

Parlotti was pronounced dead on 
arrival at the hospital where he was 
flown by the rescue helicopter. If one 
thing is going to end the Isle of Man 
-races, iit is thei fact, that, 97 riders. have 
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died there. The stone walls are not very 
forgiving. Parlotti was one of the best, if 
not the best, of the new riders in 
Europe, and Agostini had said earlier in 
the week that Parlotti looked like the 
best he had seen in a long time. 

There were numerous crashes, but 
most of the crashees escaped with only 
broken bones and bruises. The Island 
course doesn’t allow for even 
mechanical failures. A 30-foot wide race 
course, bounded by stone walls is not 
the best place to have a brake cable 
snap, or an engine seize. On the other 
hand, the riders know this when they 
enter the race. If a racer considers 
himself a roadracer, he has to want to 
ride the Isle of Man course. It is truly 
the granddaddy of road races, and the 
terrain! It is all there. 
uphills, fast sweepers, — S-curves, 
off-cambers, jumps, 180 degree turns 
and straightaways. And it is on a real 
road, closed to all traffic except racers. 

The 500 Senior was postponed until 
4 p.m. due to a promising weather 
forecast and it was a good move. By 4 
the roads were dry, the sun was out, and 
the wind had started again. It was 
almost warm enough to take off one of 
my three sweatshirts or the jacket. 
Almost. 

Agostini took the lead on corrected 
time almost as soon as he got his MV 
running. After 20 miles, he was the 
leader on the road as well, and just kept 
stretching it; running 104, 105 mph, 
and hitting 155 at the speed trap which

was not set up at the fastest point on 
the track. He does it so smoothly. At 
the end of the race (six laps, 226.38 
miles) he was over seven minutes ahead 
of the second place finisher, Alberto 
Pagani. 

Pagani, on another MV 3, had a good 
race with John Williams on an Arter 
Matchless 500 single. But on the third 
lap, Pagani stopped on the course twice, 
and cruised into his pits for a 47-second 
stop. Williams had two minutes and 30 
seconds on Pagani when the Italian 
finally got onto the course for his last 
three laps. It seems his swinging arm had 
come loose and caused some pretty 
strangé handling problems. Опсе 
tightened, he was away; now in seventh 
place, and motoring to catch Williams 
again. With 20 miles to go on the last 
lap, he was still down by 70 seconds, so 
it looked like a 500 single was going to 
split the mighty MV team. 

Eight miles from the finish Williams 
coasted to a stop. He had run out of gas. 
He had either not taken on enough at 
his pit stop at the end of the third lap, 
or his Matchless had gotten very thirsty 
during the last three laps. What a way to 
lose. Especially since Williams was down 
25 mph on top end compared to the 
MV. Agostini’s average speed was 
te mph, not a record, but still very 
ast. 

Suddenly, the magical week was over. 
Looking back the ACU deserves a great 
deal of praise for the way things were 
organized and run on time. The AMA 
could take some pointers. The volunteer 
officials, the police, the spectators all

There are some racers, mainly those 
who first got hooked on dirt tracks in 
the 1950's, who will never be happy 
riding anything but a thumper. There 
are still dozens of racers, now several 
wrinkles older, who dream wistfully 
about their Velocette, Matchless, or 
Gold Star. There was never anything 
else like the reassuring thumping of a 
500 single. They were forgiving...well, at 
least you could tell a split second before 
they spit you off so you could lay it 
down and ride it out...and they were, 
without a doubt, real motorcycles. 

The only problem is that the big, 
heavy British marques are no longer 
competitive in anything like stock form 
on scrambles and oval tracks. This is 
particularly true in the Sportsman class. 
If you want to go fast and have 
competitive handling, it’s a -big 
two-stroke or a super trick Triumph, 
and the latter usually make it on raw 
horsepower rather than handling or 
finesse. 

Cheer up, there is an answer. It's a 
fairly good answer, though not a simple 
one, find an engine you like, a big 
thumper with potential that isn't too 
fussy and build your concept of the 
ideal machine around it. Some people 
will laugh at the idea with all the hot 
two-strokes available; four-stroke freaks 
read on. It can be done. 

Steve Keull is a Sportsman TT rider, 
who does some occasional flat-tracking, 
if it’s being offered as part of the 
program. He is also а dedicated 
four-stroke rider. When the new BSA 
500 MX came out, he was down at the 
dealer’s, money in hand, like a lot of 
other riders who remember the good ol’ 
days. But the BSA MX was designed for 
motocross, mainly to be ridden by John 
Banks. People have been winning on 
them in scrambles, but it still wasn’t 
quite right. 

Steve looked around and started 
talking to the people at Red Line. They 
had а 4130  chrome-moly steel 
nickle-plated frame that was designed to 
fit the 441 or 500 BSA engine. He 
picked up the large size Ceriani forks, 
plastic fender and Bates seat, some 
Webco E-4 bars, Akront rims and (What 
else?) Pirellis to shoe the bike in his 
mind, then started assembling The 
Complete Sportsman Scrambler. 

The BSA engine came out of the 
stock frame and was tom down to be 
cleaned up. Nothing radical was done as 
there seemed to be enough poop from 
the stock mill. The valves were polished 
on a home grinder and all moving parts 
were clearanced to the correct specs. 
The only damage in the BSA engine 
after a year and a half of running was to 
the rocker arm bearings, plus the 
exhaust valve seat was  pitted. 
Everything else was in good shape. 

One interesting thing came to light. 
The 500 MX comes equipped with a 
32mm Amal carb, but the inlet port is 
only 30mm, same as the B50T engine. 
The difference was blended out the 
length of the port to smooth the intake 
flow. Five hundred MX owners, take 
note. You could possibly even bore it 
out to the full 32mm diameter.

THUMPER 1 


All engine work and tuning was done 
by Rich Lizardo, another old-time 
scrambles freak. It was all a home 
workshop project, with the addition of 
some few expensive but important 
components like the Red Line frame. 

The BSA engine slipped into the Red 
Line better than it fit in the stock 
frame, with about two spacers for the 
front mounting bolt. Heavy duty PVC 
oil lines went on in place of the stock 
items. Stock chain and carb went back 
on. The rear sprocket was dropped four 
teeth. Steve had been running with a 
megaphone pipe and had the brackets 
rewelded to fit the new frame. 

A lot of money went into it, mainly

in the frame and accessories. And a lot 
of hours in the garage. The result is a 
very much lightened BSA. Its so 
“spacey” looking and almost delicate, it 
looks like a 250. Its not a machine 
that’s designed to win the Main at 
Ascot. There just isn’t enough muscle in 
500cc’s to beat the 650s and 750s. It is 
going to be one hell of a bike on the 
Sportsman scrambles tracks. Think 
about it: a super slider with lots of low 
end torque. Take heart, four-stroke 
fans, they’re not dead. 

Steve took a first in both the 
Half-Mile and the TT scrambles at 
Adelanto his first time out on the Red 
Line BSA. It must work.
